PEKING 
IT IS NOT true that the Chris- 
tian religion is being persecuted 
in People’s China, for anyone 
who take the trouble to look can 
seé that several million people 
regularly attend church services. 
But it is true that the Catholic 
and Protestant churches are 
changing in China, like every- 
thing else. That is to say, the 
caurch in China has become 
Chinese. 

The connection of the Chi- 
nese churches—financial, organi- 
zation and political— with. out- 
side agencies is being discour- 
aged, and is certainly declin- 
ing. This is being done not 
by governmental terror but by 
a reform movement within the 
churches carried out by Chinese 
Christians themselves. Like fac- 
tories and universities and fami- 
lies, like everything in China— 
a profound reform is changing 
the old and outworn ways. 

These conclusions came out of 
two long sessions with outstand- 
ing Chinese Catholics and Prot- 
estants, many of them delegates 
to the Peace Conference. Dr. 
Hu Wen-yao,: former president 
of the Catholic Aurora Univers- 
ity in Shanghai was one of these; 
Wu Yao-tsung, known as Y. T. 
Wu to many American and Ca- 
-nadian Protestants wsa another. 
And alongside him were Epis- 
copal, Congregationalist, Pres- 
bvterian, Methodist and as well 
as pastors from the United 
Church of Canada. Representa- 
‘tives of the YWCA, the YMCA 
and the Salvation Army were 
there too. °

It is being headed by K. Y, 
Ting, with whom we had lunch 
in Nanking. [Se is widely known 
as a former Inaddes of the World 
Student Christian Movement. 

Pastor Wang Tse-chung, of 
the Congregationalists of North 
China, told how the new enthu- 
siasm in his church resulted this 
vear in an income of 40 million 
yuan, far mose than expenses. 
All churches aid religious or- 
ganizations such as the Y's are 
tax-free in China. 

And the Salyation Army lead- 
er, Yin Hung-sun, told of the 
26 units with 2.500 members 
in North China, a clinic in Tient- 
sin, two schools with 40 stu- 
dents. The Army holds open 
air m éiings as well as house- 
hold worship without any inter- 
ference whatsoever.

WHAT THEN is all this rac- 
ket in the western world about 
persecution of religion? It re- 
volves around two main points 
—the role of foreign missionaries 
and the orphanages and _ hospi- 
tals which used to be run by 
foreign agencies. 

The case of the American 
Drum Tower Hospital at Nan- 
king has been thoroughly doc- 
umented and tells its own story. 
From 1892 to 1925 no Chinese 
ever sat on its board of direc- 
tors and since then, despite a 
Chinese front, it was effectively 
controlled from New York. The 
Chinese doctors and nurses were 
constantly subject to discrimi- 
nation; the American doctors in 
charge were usually Kuomin- 
tang advisers; the hospital itself 
was giving fourth- raet service, 
and with the rise of the tre- 
mendous Chinese health move- 
ment a change swept through 
this hospital as through every- 
thing else in China.

THERE IS A REAL danger of a resurgence of anti 


‘Seaiiitiens. | But it does not come from the socialist coun- 


tries of Eastern- Europe and the Soviet Union, where anti- 

itism is a crime and where there are proportionately 
more Jews in government than in any country in the world 
outside of Israel. 

The real danger of anti-Semitism stems from the anti- 
Soviet war plans of Washington and London. These plans 
are based on alliances with every reactionary, fascist and 
racist government in the world—Franco, Malan, Adenauer. 

Only last Sunday the New York Times noted the new 
growth of neo-Nazism in western Germany, right within 
Adenauer’s government. 

Yet the Ben Gurion government in Israel has made 
itself a willing catspaw in these war plans. At Washington’s 
command the Israeli government even blessed the Aden- 
auer government in the phony “restitution” agreement 
(which Adenauer, incidentally, has not yet honored). Moshe 
Sharett, foreign minister of Israel, even sat across the table 
from Dr. Hans Globke, key man in the Adenauer govern- 
ment, to negotiate this agreement. Globke is the same 
man who wrote Hitlers Nurenberg laws, under which 
Jews were forced to wear a medieval badge of shame and 
under which 6,000,000 Jews were eventually slaughtered. 

But Sharett sees no anti-Semitism here. Instead he 
seeks to raise a smokescreen against non-existent “anti- 

_ Semitism” in the Socialist countries. 

What Sharett and American Zionist:leaders are try- 
ing to do, is conceal from the Jewish masses the betrayal of 
‘their interests. The heroic fighters for Israeli independ- 
-ence well remember that it was only the Soviet Union and
